Coggeshall, chairman of Indian wel- 
fare of the Milwaukee Woman's club, 
have asked that all citizens interested 
in Indian welfare write the Wiscon- 
sin senators 
immediately to

The hand of super-progress, which, 


threatened another settled institution of 
"Wisconsin, created by the way by Senator 
La Follette, has been stayed at the elev- 
enth hour. 
On the recommendation of 


Governor Elaine a movement was started 
iu the legislature to do away with the two 
j 


es-ofncio members of the state highway j 
commission. It was originally intended 
to incorporate this proposal in the state 
highway bill,- passed by the senate this 
week, but it was omitted for fear that it 
might result in defeating tha measure 
which appropriates a large sum for the 
highways. A separate bill was then in- 
troduced to cover the same purpose, but 
a few days ago it was withdrawn by its 
author, so that for the present the scheme 
seems to have been dropped. The esoffi- 
cio members of the highway commission 
are the dean of the university and the 
state geologist. 
In his message to the 


legislature Governor Elaine said: 


I recommend that tha law be repealed pro- 


viding for the ei offlcio members of the lug-nway 
commission 
The ex officio members are appoint- 


ed by educational boards 
Jast what relation- 


ship there is in administration between high- 
ways and the university ,1 am unable to percen o 
The ex ofncio members, in prarucal administra- 
tion, are responsible to no one. 


This is equivalent to saying that trained 


men are not required in the prosecution 
of public works and in the handling of 
public -undertakings. 
Certainly the con- 


struction of highways is an engineering 
problem. 
If we had had more good en- 


gineering in the original improvement of 
our roads there would have been fewer 
replacements and fewer mistakes. 
~" 


It is to be presumed that the clean of 


the engineering college of the university 
knows something about engineering and 
incidentally its relation to road building. 
Even if an expert of this character, com- 
petent to preside over the university 
school of engineering, had never seen a 
highway it would not take him long to 
grasp the facts pertaining to highway con- 
struction and adapt his technical knowl- 
edge 
to 
planning and building in a 


scientific manner. 
The same is true of 


the state geologist.vHe understands soil in 
all its bearings upon road construction 


' and undoubtedly his advice and judgment 


are of value. 


'When the governor of a state makes the 


declaration that he is "unable to perceive 
what relationship there is in administra- 
tion between highways and the univer- 
sity,'! it reflects at best want of spprecia- 


' tion of educational and technical train- 


ing. 


Fortunately the proposal to abolish the 


e-officio memberships of the highway com- 
mission resulted in such widespread dis- 
approval that the legislature appears to 
have deserted the governor's recommen- 
dation, which obviously was to make the 
highway commission a political body.

"Were the legislature to s^e fit to coincide

Pete McDonough, San Francisco bail- 


bond broker and general go-between for 
the underworld, recently imprisoned for 
bootlegging, has just been refused a par- 
don by the president.

But 3IcDonough~s case raised a larger 


issue. He had "pull." and his petition 
was sisned by nearly all the influential 
politicians m San Francisco. 


If he was not guilty, of course he 


should have been pardoned regardless of 
petition. 


The real question was whether politi- 


cal pull could override the due processes 
of law. 


And this was important, not merely on 


general principles, but for its effect on an 
important problem of Americanization. 


Those with whom 3IcDonough and his 


kind deal are largely immigrants, whose 
contact with American law is practically 
confined to the times when rheir friends 
get into the police courts.

their efficiency and resultxln hyperglycemia and 
glycosuria, Obesitj frequently favors the develop 
mem of sclerotic (degenerative) changes 
in 
the 


body, which are capable of producing an increase 
in the blood pressure and a*3imimshe<l ability of the 
body cells to utilize carbohydrate."

$230 more would certajnly mean a great deal to me for as 
you and everv one knows, it Is almost impossible for any 
human being "to live on 5150 per year, and it. is only with 
the most strenuous economy tha.t I have been able to do 
so. I would not ask for the pension if I could go out work- 
ing. for T would rather earn my own living, but. my mother 
is old. and in very poor health. 
She is not able to do the 


housework, and cannot be left alone, and therefore T am 
obliged to stay at home to do the work and care for mother., 
Consequently T have no chance to earn anj'thlng, of course.

read.DEVELOPING PROPER RECREATION THROUGH 
COUNTY BOARDS OF SUPER.VISORS 


The purport of tbo Ridgeway Dance Hall Act (Ch. 222:1923 


Wisconsin Sta.tutes) was to safeguard the morals ,of, the 
young people oE AVisconsin. It Is an admirable law, and at 
this early date evidences of its- benefits are already at hand 
in a large number o£ counties. 


However, experience with this and other laws designed to 


control moral conduct demonstrates clearly that good can 
only result from such a. law -when, the majority of those it 
affects are in sympathy with the law. 
This is true in re- 


spect to all laws, and even more so where the law has to 
do with personal morality or forms of personal expression, 
such as exists in the matter of dancing or music. 


To secure interest of young- people in proper forms of 


dancing, music, and recreation is possible. 
Several things 


will have to be done, however. 


First, those in authority must recognize that younie: people 


—all people, for that matter—have a. right to n, grood time, 


nd more than tha.t. all people—young "and old—should be 


encouraged to meet in wholesome enjoyment. 


Secondly, those in authority must recognize that a major- 


ity of people would rather enjoy themselves in a wholesome 
manner than in a sensual, destructive debauch. 


Thirdly, that the leadership offered, whether good or ba<3, 


is followed mainly because it is the only thing- offered. 


Now. 
if we recognize that people have. 3. right to a, good 


time, and that they follow leadership offered—that is. that 
they do what others do—then it becomes apparent that, the 
recent dance-hall legislation to be effective, something along 
the following lines must be done. 


The supervisor of recreation must be more than a polic- 


ing officer. 
It, will help but little to push the lid d<ywn on 


the roadhouses with ». lot of "Don'ts" and iron-clad regula- 
tions. 
This will merely push those who now attend the 
danca halls, out i n f o the" open night, and the evil conse- 
quences may be even worse. The supervision must furnish 
positive m?ans of having a, good time in a wholesome man- 
ner.

They must be shown what good 


dancing is. Secud. by varying the dances so that the same 
type of dance if not used repeatedly. Here again it is not 
enough to say to those In charge, "Ton shall not play ja.zz 
music continuously." Programs must be offered with varied 
styles of dances included, such as a fox trot, one step, waltz, 
etc. 
By some such varying of t;ha program, many of the 


evil features are eliminated. 


At all dances there should be definite periods of gram°s. 


To achieve this, some one who knows how to lead games 
must be In charge. The intprsperslon of games' is the most 
effective mea.ns of. breaking- down sensuous forms .of amuse- 
ment. 


It will be evident that if a county does its duty In this 


problem of supervising recreation, it must select th<? Super- 
visors from among those persons interested in right forms 
of play. 


County Boards must train these supervisors In good danc- 


ing and in directing gam°s. This could be accomplished by 
fhe County Board of Supervisors calling a. meeting of all the 
Recreation Supervisors nnd having an Institute for 
I IIP in- 


struction of a.ll supervisors In the proper conduct of their 
duties. 
Such a program might, well include demonstration 


of the correct way to dance, the latest steps, the correct 
position of'dancers, the proper manner of taking the steps, 
etc. 
Professor E. "R. Gordon, of the Extension Division of 


the University, would give instruction In how to vary the 
program with music and dances. 
Instruction in games and 


the conduct of oi'ganized play—with list of games—and sug- 
gested programs should be taught.

Health should furnish instruction in the sanitary require- 
ments. Finallj"-, the Supervisors should be instructed in law 
enforcement and regarding 'the statutes regulating public 
amusement places.

It is obvious that we continue to get most of our cases 


after they have reached an advanced stage of the disease 
when the opportunity for regaining their health has passed. 


Our greatest problem would seem to be the discovery of 


cases ea.rlier and giving them Sanatorium care before they 
have infected others and while there is a more favorable 
chance for their recovery. 


This is possible of accomplishment with the agencies we 


now have, together, with the addition of a specially trained 
health nurse, whose duties would be to investigate the fam- 
ilies and contacts of patients in the Sanatorium; to follow 
up discharged patients to see that they remain well nnd to 
see and advise with any cases discovered through clinics; 
by giving free chest examination at regular intervals in dif- 
ferent parts of the- county; by encouraging1 the local phy- 
sicians to report cases seen by them to their health officer 
as the law provides and the addition of the special health 
nurse to the staff of the Sanatorium, it would seem that 
much more thorough and efficient work could be accom- 
plished. 


This additional burden to the Sanatorium under present 


conditions would not seem to be practical or justified. 


A Sanatorium with accomodations for 50 or GO patients 


could be operated with practically our present staff and 
with but little increase in our present overhead expense. 
The larger institution would prove more profitable econom- 
ically and as a health asset to the communit:r. 


I suggest that the Board of Trustees give the matter of 


enlarging Riverview Sanatorium to a 50 or GO bed institu- 
tion their earnest consideration.

TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF 


OUTAGAMIE COUNTY, WIS. 
Gentlemen: 


In compliance with, the State Aid Highway Law of Wis- 
consin, I take pleasure in laying before you for your con- 
sideration my twelfth annual report of the moneys received 
and the disbursements made covering the period from No- 
.vember 1, 1923 to November 1, 1924. 
In presenting- this report to you. I desire to bring- to your 
attention the work accomplished during 1924. The con- 
crete work consists of the following—approximately 
2Vi 


miles in the Town of Freedom on County Trunk Line E; 1,- 
700 ft. on Leminwah Street in the city of Appleton; 1,600 ft. 
of 16 ft. width in the city of Kaukauna on Dodge Street: and 
1,600 ft. of 20 ft. width in the Village of Little Chute on 
Grand-ave and River Street. 
Under the County and Town Aid plan, -we have graded 
and surfaced with crushed stone and gravel the various ap- 
propriations from various towns. This amounts to 14 miles 
of gravel and crushed stone improvement. 
Considerable 
grading has been done by the County grading crews for 
various towns, for •which the County was reimbursed by 
the Towns. 
In addition to this work. Federal Project No. 342 was 


completed. 
This work consisted of the widening of con- 
crete pavement on State Trunk Highway No. 15, from Mc- 
Carthy's crossing to the Brown County Line. 
The County 
was not financially interested in this project, other than the 
acquiring of land for the relocation, and for this amount the 
County will be reimbursed by the State. 


Under County and Town Aid Bridges, we have completed 
the following—Vandervoort Bridge, held over from the 1923 
program, Van Lanen Bridge and Van Boxell Bridge, in the 
Town of Oneida; Heitpas Bridge in the Town of Vanden- 
broek: Weishoff Bridge on State Trunk No. 47, Town of 
Cicero; Dale Bridge on State Trunk No. 18, Town of Dale. 
A detailed cost of these bridges will be found later in this re- 
port. 
In addition to this, we have re-planked with 2x4's 


spiked together and tarred, a bridge on No. 47 in the Town 
of Black Creek, just north of the village limits of Black 
Creek. 


The partol work for 1924 was considerably handicapped 
due to frequent rains arfd floods. The latter also caused con- 
siderable expense in' maintaining the partol system. How- 
ever, in the past two or three months the patrolmen have 
been able to overcome the conditions existing during the 
wet period, so, at the end of the patrol season, in my estima- 
tion, the patrol work is of fairly good quality generally 
speaking, However, there are a few sections which might be 
in better shape. The methods used In our patrol system are 
practically the same as that of last year, and we find that 
under this system, good results can be obtained. •

Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my Annual Report for the- venr end- 
ing November 15, 1924. 


Many of the projects herein described were conducted in 
cooperation with farmers, farmers' 
orEramr/.ations. banks 
and business institutions, and I want to give full credit to 
all the cooperating agencies that have helped promote Ag- 
ricultural develepomeut in Outagamie 
County 
last 
year. 
Where results have been obtained. It has been in a large 
measure due to help sund cooperation from Interested Individ- 
uals and "groups. All of this work is so Intricately tied up 
with organizations and so on that it Is difficult to make a 
report of individual effort. , 
The Agricultural Committee meeting November 16, 1923 


recommended two major proj'ects for 1924. They were: 1.'A 
series of Boys and Girls Pig Clubs. 2. A campaign of edu- 
cation to stimulate alfalfa growing in Outagamie County. 
Club Work— 
During the year these two have been the moFt. important 
single projects. The Pig Clubs were organized through the 
schools and at meetings in different parts of the county. 
About 350 boys and girls were enrolled in these clubs. 
In 
most cases local clubs were organized which held regular 
meetings and conducted -their own business. 
These clubs 


were to be a practical piece of work for the membpr. A pig 
%vns bought and paid for by the member, who kept records 
of feed, labor and other expenses throughout the season, 
sold the pig- in the fall and made a report of his business 
when the project was finished up. Approximately 100 hoys 
and girls are finishing- up their records. 
While the main purpose-of these clubs was education and 
training the young people in a practical farm .problem, still 
nearly every member is showing- a profit on their pips of 
from- ?2.00 to $15.00. 
Approximately $125 donated by bus- 
iness concerns is available for premiums to these boys and 
girls "this fall In addition tr> what they made on their pigs. 
On the whole the duos have been very successful both as 
an education and financial project. Most of these boys and 
girls can give a very illuminating discussion on the care, 
feeding and cost of raising pigs and in most cases, their In- 
fluence is extended to the parents. 
In addition to the regular outlined projects a great many 


things comes up during the year that require attention. 
Some of these are named below. 
Cattle—- 
We now have four cow testing- associations In Outagamio 


County where some over 100 farmers are getting consistant 
records of each cow in thetr herds. 
Assistance was given to the cattle and hog breeds in put- 
ting on their various sales of cows, pure bred bulls and hogs. 
A county show herd was selected from all over the county 
of Holsteins and Guernseys and exhibited at the Seyniour 
Fair with the intention of showing a herd of fine cattle 
from Outagamio County at the National Dairy Show. While 
the plans for the National Dairy Show did not materialize 
we had an exhibit of the best cattle to be found in Outagamie 
Countj' at our home fair this year, with plenty of competi- 
tion and some scrapping in all classes. 
Explosives— 
Last spring the County Agent and a local bank distributed 


to the farmers 20,000 Ibs of war explosives. This amount of 
material cost them between S2.500 and ?3,000 less than the 
same amount of dynamite would have cost. While this ma- 
terial waa available before, none was used in Outagamie 
County before last year. 
Drainage— 
Surveys for eighteen different drainage 
projects 
were 


made. This involves ditching and dredging of big areas and 
tiling of wet farm lands. 


Soil tests of about 45 different farms were made daring 


the summer. 
Cabbnge Work— 
The Outagamie County Cnbbnge Growers Association has 


been extended to Include 115 members in the vicinity of 
Appleton. Similar organization started in Black Creek with 
30 members and one in Shiocton with 25 members. 
The 


purpose of these organizations is to gradually build tip n. 
quality of cabbage in Outagamio County that is uniform, 
reliable in the trade and as free from disease ns possible. In 
order to do this, the/ first consideration is the .seed. 
Th» 


association lost year grew their own sr-cA at Mount Ver- 
nou, Washington. 
This 360 Ibs. was distributed 
to 
th'i 


growers this spring through the. County Agont'u Office aa 
temporary secretary o£ the association. The result from 
this seed is a very clean healthy cabbage of the quality tho 
tra.dc demands, and above all, it Is the samo variety 
from 


eae.h grower which results in a more, uniform product at 
the loading^statlons. The associations are again this year 
growing seed at thy Pugct Sound and plan to extend their 
activities considerably in another year. The County Agent 
made the Inspection of tho seed fields in tho West for tho 
associations this year (at tho associations' expense). 


A series of poultry culling demonstrations was just fin- 


ished with a total attendance of over 600 puoplo. 
Summer Meetings & Tours— 
The bulk of tho work in putting on tho Farm T'nion Festi- 


val in Appleton this summer fell on tho County Agent. In 
this, every farm organization in the county took a part (30
